I.OUISVTLJjE, Ky., May 22. — The meeting 
of the tvestern-owned Reputation and the 
eastern-owned False Face attracted the prin- 
cipal interest at Churchill Downs this after- 
noon. It resulted in triumph for Reputa- 
tion in easy fashion, the surprise of the race 
being furnished by False Face’s inability to 
secure second place or to make a better 
showing. Still, there was some excuse for 
the colt not running to his best form. At 
the start lie lunged and continued going with 
a stumbling stride until nearing the first 
turn, where he was suddenly forced to 
shorten his stride when Reputation and 
Seth’s Treasure, on the outside of him, came 
over. 

Reputation, with a clear course and well 
in motion at this stage, moved into a good 
iead, followed by Seth’s Treasure, with False 
Face making a determined effort to overcome 
■ the lost ground. The pair, however, had 
got too far ahead of him and the best he 
could do was to land in third place. Repu- 
tation won handily enough and it was the 
general opinion that he would have beaten 
False Face even if the latter had not suffered 
from the slow beginning. False Face, how- 
ever, would have been second but for his mis- 
hap. 

IDEAL WEATHER PREVAILS. 

Ideal weather and an improving track j 
made the racing enjoyable this afternoon. | 
In some instances good time was recorded 
in spite of the going being dull. The at- 
tendance was again of generous proportions, 
with marked activity in the ring. 

.Jefferson Livingston’s Buster accounted for 
the three-quarters purse in which he met 
some good ones and his margin of victory 
was of tlie closest sort. Dustabout was press- 
ing him liard at the finish and Alice Blue 
Gown finished in third place. 

At one stage during the stretch racing it j 
appeared that Buster would win command- 
ingly, but just when his backers were jubi- I 
lant, the colt suddenly took a tired swerve ' 
as a result of Garner applying the whip, j 
Dustabout and Alice Blue Gown gained I 
rapidly when Buster swerved and the trio I 
crossed the finish heads apart strung across 
the track. I 

The early running was dominated by the | 
newcomer to these parts. Leopardess. She i 
displayed a high order of speed, but was ■ 
unable to shake off Will Land until the i 
stretch Avas reached. It was at this stage | 
that Buster moved into the lead and ap- I 
peared an easy winner until he swerved. 
Alice Blue Gown was possibly the best in ■ 
the race, but she began slowly and was kept | 
far out of it for the first half mile. Had i 
she stayed close to the inner rail instead of 
racing wide in the stretch she would have 
won anyway. 

The public began well when they centered 
on Modn.a in the opener and she won after 
a mild drive to outstay Westwood. The lat- 
ter at one stage of the race appeared ,the 
winner, but the last eighth found him weak- 
ening fast and Modna moved by him with 
ease. 

OLD SWAT RACES WELL. 

Widgeon, coming with a rush after a slow 
beginning, outstayed the others for third 
place. The veteran Sway showed a capital 
performance and came from far back in the 
last quarter to finish in fourth place. Miss 
Mazie also showed good enough form to 
warrant the prediction that she will Avin 
soon. The mile was run in 1 AO with the 
earlier part of the journey on the straight- 
away at a regular racing clip. 

Hubb and Pudd carried the colors of James 
P. Headley and, ridden by Garner, Avas re- 
turned the AA’inner in the Maiden juvenile 
race. Bad Luck under hard riding got up 
to outstay t'aptain Schneller for second 
place. The inevitable crowding in youngster 
races Avhere the fields are of any size Avas 
again in evidence, most of the starters being 
in a tangle at the first turn. The Avinner 
escaped the interference and taking com- 
mand at the stretch turn held the others 
safe. Bad Luck suffered some, but man- 
aged to recoA-er fast and saving ground in 
the stretch finished fast. Captain Schneller 
at one stage of the race looked as if he 
might win, but he gave way steadily In 
the last sixteenth. Parisian Maid, Avhich Avas 
given considerable betting consideration, Avas 
knocked out of it at the first turn and Avas 
not perserA’ered Avith thereafter. 

Brother John, Avhich, in liis two previous 
starts Avas made favorite, raced in improved 
fashion and Avon by a. small margin in the 
third race, defeating Repeater, Avith Bye Bye 
in third place. Brother John shoAved good 
speed and took command soon after the 
start, but he began tiring in the last eighth 
and Repeater, coming fast, barely missed the

TORONTO, Ont., May 22. — Renewal of the 
Connaught Cup Handicap for the eleA’enth 
time featured this day of racing at W’oodbine 
Park under the auspices of the Ontario 
Jockey Club. Six contested at a mile and a 
si.xteenth for the $5,000 added stakes, AA'orth 
$3,505 to the winner. Commander J. K. L 
Ross, who won the Challenge Cup with Boni- 
face in 1920, and AAith Baby Grand in 1922, 
ran the favorites for the 1924 renewal in 
Golden Rule and Deep Thought and declared 
to win with the latter. 

Deep Thought won well under restraint by 
six lengths, with his stablemate second, a 
length in front of Royal Visitor, an added 
starter from the Giddings barn. Redstone, 
Brilliant Jester, another added starter, and 
Van Patrick completed the procession past 
the finish. 

The start was good, although Van Patrick 
propped Avhen the barrier went up. Redstone 
got off in front and showed the way to the 
first turn. Scobie, astride Deep 'Thought, 
took a position behind the Seagram color 
bearer. P. Walls placed Golden Rule next to 
his stablemate in the procession around the 
first turn and through the back stretch. 

Beginning the far turn Scobie sent the 
three-year-olds son of Transvaal, Avith his 
109 pounds, after the pacemaker. For a few 
strides they battled for the lead and then 
Deep Thought went to the front, never to be 
threatened thereafter. Walls moved past 
Redstone behind his stable companion easily, 
but at the end sent the Wrack colt along to 
save second place by a full length.

Supporters of French Colt Are 
Anxious for Another Match 
With Sir Gallahad m. 



PARIS, France, May 22. — The British 
friends of Epinard, dissatisfied with llTe re- 
sult of the race, in Avhich the pride of the 
French turf Avas defeated by Sir Gallahad 
HI., haA’e offered to back the son of Badajoz 
to the extent of half a million francs in a 
return race against his rival over the same 
distance and Avith identical Aveight conditions, 
Avith the exception that the race be run on a 
sUaightaway course. They have obtained 
the consent of Pierre W'ertheimer, oAvner of 
Epinard, on condition that it take place be- 
fore June 5, as Epinard will be taken to 
Ascot about June 10 for the Gold Cup CA'ent.

Bomance of Derby Winner. 
Extravagant Praise. 

Trainer Webb’s Methods. 



The visit of Black Gold, winner of the Ken- 
tucky Derby, to Maple Heights for the purpose 
of starting in the Ohio State Derby on Satur- 
day, is an incident of more than passing sig- 
nificance. It lends increased importance to 
racing at the Cleveland track and it indicates 
that few opportunities to test the prowess of 
the Derby winner will be allowed to pass by. 

The Ohio State Derby, in spite of its 15,000 
added, did not promise to be more than a 
comparatively big race at a comparatively un- 
important track, but the presence of the Hoots 
star in the field will result in centering the 
eyes of the racing world on the Cleveland 
course Saturday afternoon. 

Thus Cleveland will have an opportunity to 
see the country’’s leading three-year-old in ac- 
tion while the Ektst waits in vain. Black Gold 
unfortunately has no stake engagements at 
eastern tracks. 

Tliere is a great deal of romance in the story 
of Black Gold. He is a puule to the alleged 
breeding experts who declared that a scion of 
sprinting lines as represented in the f amil y of 
his dam, could never go a distance against good 
horses. Useeit was a daughter of Bonnie Joe, 
which never sired a horse that could go more 
than three-quarters at the outside. She had 
more speed over short distances than many of 
the horses that could be raced against her, but 
to have suggested that she would ever foal a 
Kentucky Derby winner would have seemed 
grotesque. 

When Useeit’s Indian owner allowed the 
mare to be ruled off the turf at Juarez rather 
than turn her over when she was claimed, he 
is credited with making a statement that he 
would take her back to Oklahoma and breed 
her and that she would produce a colt that 
“wouldn’t look at their damn claiming races.” 

Whether or not all this is l^end or truth, 
the realization of that promise is a fine ro- 
mance, although Useeit’s Indian owner did not 
live to see Black Gold in action. 

But the little woman who received the gold 
cup from the hands of Colonel Whitehead at 
Churchill Downs last Saturday, after her colt 
had won America’s greatest race, was a worthy 
representative of her dead husband at that 
supreme momenL 

’The enthusiastic supporters of Black Gold 
who are hailing the son of Black Toney as a 
;^:ond Man o’ War, are merely following in 
the footsteps of the supporters of previous Ken- 
tucky Derby winners. Black Gold may or may 
not turn out to be a great horse — certainly he 
cannot be accepted as such on the strength of 
his performances to date. 

The same kind of encomiums were heaped 
upon the shoulders of Morvich after his Derby 
victory, but everyone remembers how little the 
son of Runnymede deserved that praise. He 
never won another race after that Derby 
victorj'. 

Last year Zev went on after his victorj’ in 
the Derby to pile up the greatest money-win- 
ning record in American history, but there is 
still considerable of a question whether the 
Rancocas star could be justly termed a great 
horse. Certainly he accomplished none of the 
record-breaking feats which made Man o’ War | 
stand out so sharply from bis fellows. 

After Black Gold’s start in the Ohio State 
Derby the colt will be shipped to Latonia to 
prepare for his engagement in the Latonia 
Derby. This race is a high test over the Derby 
distance of a mile and a half. If Useeit’s son 
can via over such a route ia a field of good

class horses, the breeding pundits will be fur- 
ther confounded. 

His Indian trainer, Webb, has been the ob- 
ject cf much criticism on the part of horsemen, 
who felt sure that his methods were wrong, 
since they did not coincide wdth those com- 
monly accepted. Webb shipped Black Gold 
from New Orleans to Louisville by slow 
freight, while most of the cheaper horses 
which racetl at the southern track were en- 
joying the luxury of express cars and rapid 
transit. 

Webb had his reasons for doing that. He 
did not wish to subject the cult to the shock 
of a sudden change of climate. But he did 
not take the trouble to explain all these things 
to the other trainers, who simply assumed 
that be was anxious to save the difference be- 
tween the cost of freight shipment and ex- 
press. 

Webb also wa^ charged with neglecting the 



colt because he subjected him to severe train- 
ing and did not coddle him, as most thorough- 
breds have come to experience. But Webb 
again knew what he was doing, if one may 
judge from the results. 

Between Webb’s own sleeping quarters and 
the stall of Black Gold a door was cut so 
that the cjilt could be under the constant 
care of his conditioner. This was not conven- 
tional and there was more criticism, but Black 
Gold won the Derbj', while his coddled rivab, 
much more highly considered by the experts, 
had fallen one by one by the wayside from 
the rigors of training. 

Accordingly in considering the achievements 
of Black Geld, past, present and future, trainer 
Webb must not be overlooked. The little 
black colt was a wonderfuQy fit horse lasti 
Saturday and it is not a simple thing to keep 
a horse on edge from the middle of March 
until the middle of May. |

This 
was denied him, but the news spread rapidly 
through the ring and caused the layers to 
take liberties with Huzzah. .At one stage there 
was as good as G to 5 for place against him. 
Bad News led all the way and won galloping. 
Huzzah ran dully the first part of it, but 
found his speed around the far turn and, com- 
ing fast through the stretch, got the place 
easily by four lengths from Jerry Lynch. 
Banter ran well up for seven-eighths, but died 
away at the end. Rough and Tumble was 
outclassed by everything. He would do better- 
in a field of selling platers.
